The Sanata Takes Cp tha Bill Bwliilaatlnc 

Imported I-lquors to the Provlitlnni of 
the Lawn ot the Heventl Htntes— The 
HasMa atlU TalklM *aal»-Othar ir»- 
tional NewH. 

Washington, May 21.— The senate 
ypstiTilay afti-r rmitino bn-iiicis, tonk 
nptlicbill ri»ix)rU*d from tli.- judiciary 
coiuinitt.M', subjecting iiuiMJit.id liiinors 
to the proviiiom of the laws of the sev- 
eral states. The bill provides that "No 
state ahall be held to be limited or re- 
strained in Its power to prolilblt, regu- 
late, ( (Hit fell or tax the sale, keeping for 
Biile. or tlie traiisi)i>rtatioii, as an article 
of coiiiiiiiMiv or otivrwiM'. Id Imi deliv- 
ered within its own limits of any fer- 
mented, dist'llfd, <ir other intoxieatins^ 
liqaids or liquors by reason of the fact 
that the same hrvve been imj) >rted into 
mic'h a Ktate from beyond its limits, 
whothi-r flicre chilli or shall not have 
bfcn ;>aiil tlu-icon a'ly tax. dnty, impost 
or excise to the Uiiiti'(l States." 

J!r. WilM 11. of Iowa, who had intro- 
duced thf 1*111 in the lirst instance, and 
had afterwards reported it back, ad- 
dressed the Henate in ezplanutiun and 
advcH-acy of it. stating that it was made 
necessary by the recent decision of the 
snpfetue court oil tliat snt)ject. It Wils 
a res])onse lo tlie su'_,i;estioM contained 
in that lie •i^il)n tliat (-ontrress could \k'Y- 
uiit the e.vercist! of the rivst raining 
power of a state, and it was for the par- 
pose of giving that permission that the 
bill had been introduced and reported. 
The effect of it would be to have each 
state in the Union to determine for 
it.self what its policy should be iu re- 
gard to the traffic in intorioating 
liquors. 

Under that decision of the snprcine 
court the state of Iowa could not pre- 
vent the citizens of other states, or the 
subjects of Great Britain, France or 
Germany, sending intoxicating liquors 
into Iowa and having them sold there 
in the original packages by agents. At 
the present time origmal package 
salfKjns were being organize<l in this 
state. The package might be a pint or 
a half pint of whisky, or a keg or a bot- 
tle of Ijeer. It was to put a stop to such 
practice and to recognize in every state 
the i)<>wer to regulate its own internal 
police that the bill was reported. 

Mr. Vest said that, as a member of 
the judiciary committee, he had not 
been able to agree with the majority in 
re])<irting the bill, because it would 
sweep away the exclndve ituladiction of 
United States over interstate com- 
merce. 

The supreme cotirt had decided that 
the ixmer of congress over interstate 
comuierce was an exclusive power, and 
could not be delegated. Mr. Vest sent 
to the clerk's desk and had read a re- 
port of tbe judiciary committee in the 
last pongreas, laying down the principle 
for which he contended. Mr. Ingalls 
and Mr. Edmunds called for the reading 
of the minority report, and it was read, 
di8.-ienting from the views of the major- 
ity and signed by Metsrs. Wilson of 
Iowa, IngalTs, Edmitnds and Hoar. 

Mr. Gray agreed with Mr. Vest's ar- 
gument; but he asked whether the diffi- 
culty could not be got over by an affir- 
mative declaration of congress that in- 
toxicating spirits were not an article of 
interstate commerce. 

Mr. Vest did not thfaik so. If that 
were done as to one article of commerce 
for one state, congress would be adced 
to do it ax to other artides for other 
states. 

.Mr. Edmunds suggested the case of a 
state prohibiting the entrance of lepers, 
the transportation of whom (as of all 
other passengers) was a question of in- 
terstate comtuerce. 

Mr. Vest said that that did not touch 
the case at all, because the supreme 
court Iwjii decided that the commercial 
clause of the constitution never was in- 
tended, a.id never oonld -be intended to 
takeaway from states their reserved 
poUce power to protect the lives and 
health of their own citizens. 

Mr. McPherson asked Mr. Vest 
whether the right to imp<jrt an MTtiole 
imjilied the riglit to sell ft. 

Ml . Vest rei)lied in the affirmative, 
and quoted from the decision of Mr. 
Justice Matthews, of the supreme court, 
in the case of Ward against Maryland, to 
that ettec't. 

Mr. Hoar argued in favor of the bill. 
If the bill was not within the l^ialative 
power of congress, then there was no 
more miserable nation on the faoeof tbe 
earth than the ITnlted States. 

Mr. Hiscock awked Mr. Hoar whether, 
if a state desired to exclude, not liquors, 
but manufacturers of wool, it w^as 
within the power of congress to delegate 
to states the poww to do so. Mr. Hoar 
replied that he did not go quite that 
far; but the question involved was on 
the boundary lines between two con- 
flicting powers— the police power of the 
state and the exclusive power of congress 
over interstate commerce. 

Mr. Hiscock assumed that the pres- 
ence of the bill was due to the fact that, 
unless it became a law, the state would 
be limited or restrained in its power 
over the subject. He accepted very 
dooMfMy Ibe proposition that con- 
grMS had the constitutional power to 
delegate to any state the power to pro- 
hibit the imiiortation or sale within its 
border of wheat or butter, or other pro- 
ducts of the farm or factory. He did 
not say that he would vote against the 
bill, he thought it might be 'mse to paas 
it and leave it to the eapvaaM ooort to 
pass upon it.

Mr. EdiiiiiiidH remarked nixm it as a
